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Dies Witnesses 
Would Execute 
All U.S. Jews 


By Jewish Telegraph Agency 
WASHINGTON — The House 


Committee Investigating Un- 
American Activities this week 
secretly questioned witnesses ac- 
tive in disseminating anti-Jewish 
propaganda in this country, some 
of whom admitted at the hearing 
that they are “in favor of execu- 
ting all the Jews in the United 
States.” 

While the names of the wit- 
nesses were withheld, Martin 
Dies, the chairman of the commit- 
tee, disclosed after the hearing 
that all the material submitted by 
the witnesses was directed against 
the Jews. One of the witnesses, he 
said, expressed himself freely, 
stating he favored “not persecu- 
tion but execution of the Jews.” 
Dies added that the committee re- 
port, when completed, will show 
that the Fascist cloments in this 
country are conducting a tre- 
mendous amount of anti-Semitic 
activities. “The report will dis- 
close that the Fascist movement 
in America is as well organized 
and has as many people connected 
with it as it did in Germany short- 
ly after the Nazi movement had 
started,” Dies declared. 

William Dudley Pelley, anti- 
Semitic leader of the Silver Shirts 
of America, this weeks was sen- 
tenced by Superior Court Judge 
F. Phillips in Ashville, N. C., to 
serve two to three years in prison 
for violating the North Carolina 
Security Laws. The judge directed 
that Pelley be immediately con- 
fined in the county jail.

Only Non-Zionists, Frisch Says 








By DANIEL FRISCH 

HE NECESSITY for Zionism which represents the only 
practical scheme for putting an end to centuries of suf- 
tering as well as provides a base for the roaming Jewish genius 
is accepted today by all Jews, except those among us who 
would wear blinkers to the very door of a concentration camp, 
or those who in the heart of their hearts curse the day they 
were born into the Jewish people, and daily abjure their 

Jewishness. : 

Long before the projection upon the world scene of the 
Berlin monster, the process of Jewish determination was 
eating away the qualities and ways of life which are the pride 
of our peoplehood. In Palestine, at the same time, a new 
Jewish life came into being, a redemption task which proved 
to the world as well as to the doubtful among our own, the 
Jewish capacity for the reclamation of a land dead for count- 
less generations, as well as Jewish capacity for economic and 
social independence. 

The non-Jewish world, to which our would-assimilate 
Jews are so sensitively attuned, recognizes Zionism as the 
greatest of liberating movements in modern times; and a 
movement whose leadership combines vision, idealism and 
practical reasoning, a movement deserving of suppor tand 
sympathetic consideration. 

The interest of the non-Jew is intensified by the prophetic 
aspect of our cause as well as by the realization that the dis- 
turbing international situation, always present in one part of 
the world or another, cries out for a solution. A _ solution 
deemed practical, just, speedy and fair. Such considerations 
irrefutably leads one, Jew or non-Jew, to one path only, the 
one leading to Zionism, to Palestine. 

This great war of liberation which is upon us is a war for 
the rights of small nations as well as the big. American Jews 
fighting and dedicating their ALL for victory, must not for- 
get, nay, dare not forget its own people, the Jewish people. 

The liberation of our people can and will be achieved 
only in Palestine. To ignore the issue is to betray Jewish 
history and to forfeit men’s respect. 


Current Question Answered 


Many American Jews, mostly among those who did not 
participate to date in the Jewish struggle for survival known 
as Zionism, pose the question today: That if it be true that 
as a result of victory, a new world order will be created where 
the Jew shall no longer be persecuted, what need will there 
be for the Zionist program? Granting, for the sake of discus- 
sion, both the possibility and probability of such a miraculous 
change, I say that if Zionism is th eproduct of Jewish inescap- 
lessness and was brought about by the need of physical succor 
alone, the answer would be obvious. No persecution, no need 
for Zionism. On the other hand, I believe that if the cause 
of Zionism can be advanced and nurtured by persecution 
alone, Zionism may not be worth having. 

To me, Zionism is the resolve on the part of large numbers 
of Jews not alone that Jews have the right and opportunity 
to live free, but what is equally important, that Judaism con- 
tinue to exist and develop freely. Current history teaches us 
that in a world where persecution of the Jew is not activated 
and the situation, from the point of view of the individual 
Jew, tolerable, Judaism becomes anemic and must have a 
source of inspiration. Palestine shall be such source. 


Zionism Defined 


Zionism is vibrating Judaism shot through with the spir- 
ituality of the Hebrew prophet and poet, drawing its inspir- 
ation not from accommodations to non-Jewish conditions but 
from the storehouse of its own inherent latent powers and 
possibilities. It serves as an antidote to conditions which tend 
to weaken if not endanger the very survival of Judaism, just 
as it serves as a place of refuge for countless of our people. 
The determination of those dedicated to the proposition that 
we shall not die as a people must be translated into some 
reality, into some living form. It can be realized only by the 
establishment of a Jewish commonwealth, a commonwealth 
which embraces the Jewish past, which is consecrated by its 
present creativity, and is dedicated to a rich future. 

As I see it, the second phase of our task, namely the har- 
nessing of the spirit of the Homeland so that its powers may 
exercise a healthy influence upon the Jewish communities 
outside of its boundaries, should hold a place of equal im- 
portance with that of the transfer of millions of Jews into 
Palestine. 

I am convinced that in order to be able to give our child- 
ren Jewish loyalties and to be able to live Jewishly in our 
homes, as well as to practice Judaism in our institutions, 
those destined to remain outside of the commonwealth shall 
have to subject themselves in the future to the claims, charms, 
and inspirations of the Yishub. 


Inspiration From Palestine. 


Through such vibrating contact, the Hebrew language, 
Hebrew music, shall become thrilling to our ears. Hebrew 
and traditional Jewish art soothing to the eyes, the written 
word emanating from Palestine sustenance to our Judaism.

IN DRIVES, REPORT SHOWS

An analysis of the contributions 
received by 44 of the 252 fund- 
raising agencies, indicating the 
proportion of large and small gifts 
and the extent of participation in 
different-sized communities, has 
just been completed by the Coun- 
cil. The 44 federations and wel- 
fare funds, which raised $12,070,- 
894, approximately 43 percent of 
the total realized by all the re- 
porting organizations, held their 
campaigns in cities having about 
63 per cent of the estimated total 
Jewish population of the United 
States. The total raised in the 44 
campaigns represents gifts from 
230,393 contributors. 

The analysis shows that in both 
large and small campaigns the 
largest proportion of the total is 
contributed by a relatively small 
number of “big” contributors. 
Contributors of $100 and over 
constituted only 9.3 percent of the 
total number of contributors to 
the 44 campaigns the total contri- 
buted by them, however, 
amounted to 79.8 percent of the 
total raised. On the other hand, 
contributors of less than $10, rep- 
resenting 54.1 percent of the total 
number of contributors, were re- 
sponsible for 3.3 percent of the 
total attained. 

For the 44 campaigns as a 
whole, the average contribution 
was $52.39. In campaigns of 
$500,000 and over, the average 
contribution amounted to $60.98; 
in the smaller campaigns, it 
ranged from $30.30 to $43.70, the

R. SEGAL WAS thinking of the time when 

all this will be over. When there will be 

no endless waiting at the radio for news, most 

of which is bad; when a man again will awaken 

joyously to the dawn; (today’s dawns are all 

gray); when Hitler will be a memory of a bad 
dream that has passed. 


When Mr. Segal had projected himself that 
far into the bright future he came suddenly 
to a misty area. This occurred when he asked 
himself, “What of the Jews then?” 


Mr. Segal has a professional as well as 
sentimental and even fraternal interest in the 
Jews. 


Yes, he thought, a Jew invariably gets 
around to himself, He goes wandering joyously 
into the delectable wonderland of peace, quiet 
and justice, and then, all at once, in the midst 
of his pleasant fantasy, the dragon called the 
Jewish problem comes up. 

After all this is over how Jewish will we 
be? Mr. Segal inquired of himself. What will 
we Jewishly be without any Hitler to prod us? 

These meditations came to him particularly 
from reading a new book by Mamie G. Gam- 
oran, “Days and Ways,” published by the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations. It has 
to do with Jewish life, as it was lived before 
Hitler took charge of it and filled it up with 
himself to the exclusion of better things. 

Mr. Segal found it to be most refreshing 
to read something by a Jewish writer in which 
there wasn’t any Hitler. (He is almost tired 
of himself, even though he has tried to be one 
writer who doesn’t let Hitler run all his think- 
ing for him all the time). 


Mrs. Gamoran’s book charmingly concerns 
itself with Jewish religious customs and Jewish 
holiday, with the bright hands of mothers bles- 
sing the Sabbath candles, with fathers wafting 
the spiced fragrance at the beginning of an- 
other week of work when the Sabbath ends, 
with festal booths at Succoth, and the rattles 
of Purim which, with a sound of cracking, used 
to enable Jewish children to express their faith 
in ultimate retributive justice for all that Ha- 
mans; all that. 


Mr, Gamoran seemed a faithful priestess 
tending the ancient altar whence almost every- 
one else has fled to gaze upward in fearful 
fascination at the cruel Schickelgruber Moloch. 

Amid the crash of bombs she was going 
ahead fixing the table for Passovers to come, 
trimming the candles for the Chanukahs. She 
seemed to be saying, well, pretty soon there 
won’t be any Hitler and we must save these 
beautiful things to live by, then. Fighting 
Hitler is nothing for Jews to live by anyway. 
Fighting Hitler is no more nourishing to Jewish 
life than eating ashes is to people who need 
vitamins.

times. He looked around upon a world of 
peace, and justice, too. 

“And what’s become of Hitler?” he in- 
quired by way of Jewish habit. It seems that 
the hypnosis was not potent enough to clear 
his mind of the obsession that had filled it, as 
it had filled the minds of most other Jews, 
through all the years, 

Hitler? Hadn’t Segal heard about Hitler? 
It was a great hanging. But people had ai- 
most forgotten him. They said it was a new 
world and it made no sense to keep on looking 
at the dark, foul valley from which mankind 
had ascended. There was the bright mountain 
top to look up to. 

Only the Jews were missing Hitler, as Mr. 
Segal ascertained. Not that they wanted him 
back, but his disappearance had left a void. 
He had motivated most of the processes of 
Jewish life and now, without Hitler, Jewish 
life was without direction and no place to go. 

Jewish writers were at a terrible loss. 
Their cold fingers hovered, frustrated, above 
their typewriters. They used to be so warm, 
swift and vigorous when there was a Hitler 
for them to jab at. 

But now what was there? The eloquence 
of Jewish orators, stimulated by Hitler in all 
the drives for funds through many years, had 
nothing more to say, The Jewish body was 
cold, having no more to get mad about. Hitler 
having been hanged, the motive for being vig- 
orously Jewish had gone from many Jews. 
When Hitler was alive being Jewish was at 
least a horrible pain that kept Jews conscious 
of what they were; now paralysis had taken 
hold and Jews felt nothing. 

Mr. Segal suddenly remembered he should 
be writing his column for the next week. His 
fingers, hung uncertain, over the typewriter 
keys. What was there left to write about 
of Jewish life The world had become easier 
to live in but Jewish life found it harder to 
keep on living without the Hitlers. There 
wasn’t much Jewish life left. Well, said Mr. 
Segal finally, I'll write an obituary. 

Yes, he wrote, the Jews were saved from 
Hitler but what were they saved for? Empty 
shells of Jewish life. Dead Jews who save their 
bodies and lost the spiritual element of their 
being, Jewish lives made safe but Jewish 
life dead. Poor Israel! After Hitler was through 
burning him he was without fires by which 
to keep himself warm. He had thought that 
fighting and suffering were all there was to 
being Jewish. He allowed his spiritual inher- 
itance to go unreplenished and it became a cold 
ember. Hitler, in death, has come to a victory; 
Jewish life*is extinguished. 

The wood re burned low. The crackling 
of a cooling log snapped Mr. Segal out of hyp- 
nosis. af

He was thankful for people like Mrs. Gam- 
oran who are keeping the altar fires burning 
against the time when there will be no Hitler 
to make it hot for him and Israel may grow 
cold. Her book was the happy, traditional 
Jewish home of old, modernized, of course, 
waiting for Israel to come back from hating 
Hitler. Poor, famished Israel needing spiritual 
nourishment,

when the defense of the whole Mediterranean 
area is already a difficult problem. True, the 
British Government itself is not free of respon- 
sibility for the situation that would be thus 
created. During the First World War it made 
contradictory promises to the Arabs and the 
Zionists, and these contradictions have lived 
to plague it ever since. But the unhappy 
record of the past is not in itself a sufficient 
reason for adding to the British Government 
now by attempting to bring pressure to bear 
on it to go against its better judgment.” 
Says Atlantic Charter Hope

What All Drive Leaders Know 


_— ANALYSIS of campaign contributions 

published this week by the Council of Jew- 
ish Welfare Funds and Federations showing 
that 9.3 per cent of the total number of givers in 
campaigns last year gave 79.8 per cent of the 
$28,300,000 raised, comes as no news to drive 
leaders, and only underlines the fatal weakness 
of drives in every city, of which Indianapolis is 
no exception. 

Big givers being so prominent, are subject 
to social pressures which operate to elicit con- 
tributions commensurate with their income, and 
it is this pressure that, if it could be put into 
force for that large clags of middle givers who 
fail to do their share, would add a considerable 
sum to the amount raised. 

All campaign directors realize that here is 
the problem. Many $5 and $10 givers should 


be in the $50 to $100 class, and although every- 
one including the givers realize this, there is 
little that seems to be able to be done. It is this 
situation which has caused many communities 
to publish booklets carrying all the campaign 
data, including the names of the givers and the 
amount contributed. Some communities publish 
even the list of those who have not paid their 
pledges, first being careful to eliminate those 
whom they know do not have the money with 
which to pay. 

In a word, if the pressure of public opinion 
could be applied without causing any ill feeling, 
to the middle group who because of this lack 
of airing of their contributions egcapes the 
critical eye of their friends, then campaign to- 
tals would jump and the per centage of large 
givers might be increased considerably. 


By Now Mere Routine 


HOSE with any experience at annual meet- 

ings of the Council of Jewish Welfare Funds 
and Federations have by now learned the rou- 
tine of the most important sessions of any na- 
tional Jewish body in the United States. 

First comes the build-up through the press 
and by mail, announcing a program which indi- 
cates that at last some action leading to a 
straightening out of the affairs of the U. S. Jew- 
ish community can no longer be avoided or side- 
tracked. 

Then comes the meeting, and from the un- 
dercurrent of talk, it is a foregone conclusion 
that the force of opinion from the people back 
home will certainly prove so powerful that 
what has happened in past years will not take 
place again. 


Then come the sessions, and from the fiery 
speeches from the floors and from the denunci- 
ations of even those on the program, it is obvi- 
ous that peace is here, that the Big Four will 
operate as a functional agency, and that the 
very vexing problems and open sores and com- 
petion will be eliminated once and for all. 

Then comes the resolutions, and the mo- 
tions for committees to be appointed to look 
into the matters. 

Then everyone goes home to mull over his 
disappointment until the publicity for the meet- 
ing the following year begins to arrive dressed 
in most glowing and promising terms. 

The meeting this week-end in Chicago will 
probably be no exception to what is by now 
mere routine.

Sincerity Needed, Rabbi Irving A. Wein- 
gert Says in B’nai B’rith Jacob Bulletin—Many 
are the Rabbis and speakers that address the 
Fort Wayne Jewish audiences, and invariably 
they all make eloquent pleas for Jews to live 
with dignity, courage and faith. Vehemently 
do they expound that Jews must live thorough- 
ly religious, cultural lives in order to perpet- 
uate Israel’s heritage and positive values. The 
listeners sit enraptured, inspired, and herald 
these addresses with enthusiastic applause and 
effusive compliments. To the enthusiasm and 
talk, I silently add Amen— May it be so. 

Yet I wonder and should you not as well, 
what happens to the speech and to the listener? 
Somehow all exhorting and expounding are 
distilled into vapor and vanish into thin air. 
Why is not that inspiration translated into 
“mamoshes”—into reality? into true piety? Has 


Fort Wayne Jewry become more cultural, more 
religious, more faithful and more courageous? 
Stags, bowling, socials, and superficial relig- 
ious forms still are the most attractive and 
successful to the exclusion of all cultural and 
religious values. The irreligious attitude to- 
wards Synagogue, prayer and Jewish observ- 
ance is astounding and abounding. Every Jew 
acts religiously as he pleases and as is con- 
venient without reverence and regard for tra- 
ditional usage. Is it not then paradoxical and 
inconsistent for us to cheer loudly those who 
demand more and more of Jewish life? Let 
us be less complimentary and more sincere, 
less charmed by words and more by Jewish 
deeds. Thus will lecturers and lectures have 
meaning and accomplish the ends of strength- 
ening Israel’s existence,

Cohen, professor emeritus of philosophy at the 
New York City College. 

Prof. Morris Raphael Cohen, in approving 
of the anti-Zionist views expressed by the New 
York Times’ editorial, says: “It seems too ob- 
vious for discussion that the desperate need 
of defending the eastern gateway to the Med- 
iterranean and the oil fields of Iraq and Iran, 
whether by a separate Jewish army or by one 
based on the general Near East Population, 
which is predominantly Arab, is something 
that must be left to the military authorities in 
touch with the actual situation without inter- 
ference on the part of laymen in a country 
thousands of miles away. 

“Perhaps not so obvious, but certainly no 
less important, is the warning against the false 
or near-sighted nationalistic philosophy behind 
this proposal—namely, that the cruel sufferings 


of the Jews can be removed by setting up a 
politically independent Jewish State in Pales- 
tine. No one at all acquainted with the hor- 
rible plight of the harassed Jews in Hitler- 
ruled Europe doubts that hundreds of thous- 
ands, and perhaps millions, of Jews will have 
to leave Europe to find living room elsewhere, 
and that for material as well as moral reasons 
Palestine offers a haven to them. Elementary 
political sense and decency, however, must 
recognize that Palestine can be made available 
for this purpose only by negotiations with the 
native Arab population of the country. No 
people will submit to being made a minority 
in their own land. Against any such attempt 
the Arabs will certainly fight, and in such a 
fight they will have the support not only of 
30,000,000 fellow-Arabs but the sympathy of 
all lovers of democracy and fair play.”
